They 
had several good party fights, and one of 
them was on the appointment of an immi- 
gration agent. Education and its endow- 
ment, and other, uppointmonts, besides 
grants to Athensauras, occupied serious dis- 
cuaaion, and so alarmed the Superintendent 
that he sent down a second message about 
the appointment of an Inspector. How- 
I over, tho Ootmcil acted Uhemlly in tlio 
leni|, uud Hifl . Honor bad bK a|anns 



quieted. The land question left mutters 
in a bettor position than ever for the squat- 
ter, after a series of debute.s upoutlio Hun- 
dreds Acts and the sale of Boyes Brothers* 
run. The Munoipalities and tho Uospituls 
got their subsidies votoil^ and Dunedin was 
again fortunate. The annexation question 
was discussed in no niggardly spirit, for 
overtures are to be made to Canterbury to 
ally itself with Otago. Then the Railways 
occupied much attention : that to Port 
Chalmers, as well as the propo.sod new one 
to tho Clvitha, A now policy to obtain a 
loan of half a million or so, and the division 
of tliB province into electoral districts, were 
certainly pieces de resistunce, ah was ajso 
the postal seivioe question. We canuot 
stop to enume}’ato many other ineasuros or 
resolutions and z'^ports of, committees that 
oatne before tho Council, 'and were boldly 
tackled. It has been frequently chaiged 
against the Council that it was guilty of 
procrastination, and of postponing un- 
pleasant or debatoable subjects to another 
session. In the ono just closed, postpone- 
ment beyond a day or two was almost an 
unknown suggestion. We have written 
enough to justify our opening sentences, 
and we must add also that the work was 
well and coinplotely done, So well and so 
fully that his Honor got alarmed. The 
Council practically ignored tlie Superin- 
tendent, and Mr Macandrew does not like 
to be ignored.' His closing speech is a 
protest against the CouncU taking all the 
power into its hand. They do not seem to 
have paid dofcircnce enough to his Honor’s 
messages or views. They sailcl on their 
own hook,** and paid little heed to the 
CpTnmodoi'e'a expressions. No wonder 
that Mr Mocandrew could not help feeling 
riled.’* 

The blot of the session hU- Honor points 
out when he refers to the votes placed on 
the Supplementary Estimates : — “ With 
respect to many of the sums, which, at 
your request, have been placed on the 
Supplementary Estimatfa. it will of course 
bo obvious that, unless the receipts for the 
year turn out to be in excess of tho estf- 
mated revenue, such sums con only be ex- 
pended to tho extent to which the expen- 
diture, under the main estimates, is likely 
to fall short of the amount voted.” As 
for as our own district is concerned, we 
hare fared as .well as we could expect, in 
the absence of any public -organisation to 
pi'ess matters upon the attention of the 
Council. It closes its existcEice ^ a better 
spirit than it displayed at its opening pe- 
riod. It has shown lately a greater derire 
to unciorstand, and legislate for, up-country 
requirements. Tbo election of local men, 
or mon locally connected- with districts, 
whenever vacancies occurred, has been 
powerful for good to the remote districts. 
While justice, and a little mor^ has '"been 
dealt out to Dunedin, that city has not 
been able, as heretofore, to rule the roost. 
Altogether we think the last session of the 
Council one that the people of Otago may 
feel credit in. One thing it will certainly 
tend to do, and that is, elevate the provin- 
cial system, and jiatify the supporters of 
that system in reiterating that it has a 
large sphere of ufifefulness.

The fact that amidet 
all its depression. Otago has actually contributed 
to the General Government during the past year 
£137,000, not a farthing of which has been ex* 
pended in the province, must, 1 think, speak for 
itself, and show that some change is absolutely 
imperative in this direction. As regards tho 
system 'which has grown up amdUlg ourselves, it 
appears to me to be, to a great "extent, incompa- 
tible with a political organisation so limited in 
its sphere of action os a New Zealand Provincial 
Government must necessarily be under existing 
circumstances. As a general rule, I thmk it will 
bo found that divided responsibility is not con- 
ducive to efficient and economical administration. 

I feel persuaded that if we could only see oar 
way to exercise tho importaut functions which 
have been conferred upon us as a province 
without tho formality of Parliamentary Govem- 
ment, with its * outs and ins,’ and its ministerial 
crises, instead of circumlocution we should have 
direct action, and the public aorvice would be 
conducted with more vigor, and at less cost. 

I think that this nught he effaoted without sub- 
atantially diminishing that rasponalbility of the 
Executive to the Legislature, of which the latter 
ia naturally and properly so tenacious."

In response to &n advcrtiaecnent. published. in 
lest week's AtttiUft, a large meoting aesoinbletl at 
the Junctlpn ■'Commercbl llotoron' Saturday' 
pighti to considot the aubjfict ofa puWld com^ 
laonft^re fertile town of Cminwcll. ‘‘Tlie meeting 
was to have been held in tho ToNTn-liall at haven 
o'clock, bat for some uneiplainetl reason the use 
of that building could not be obtained. A delijr 
of two hours ocoarred' after the time fixed, an«l 
at about nine o'clock it was aanounced that the 
meoting would ba lield. at Mr Hanlmg’s hotel.. 
Whether au application was madedn fche proper 
quarter for the use of tho Towiidtall, we are not 
aware ; but bad tha object of the raeetjug been 
a l<sa important one, tho delay which resulted 
freen chaagiag tho place of meeting might have 
had the effect of preventing many from attend-, 
log. The room lu which th^ meeting took place 
waa^conveniently crowded, , and many were I 
com^iod to remain outside the 'door of the ' 
apartment •: ■v‘- f • . / ‘ , 

Mr J. S. Bgrem was yoted^to the' chair. ‘ Hq 
lerplaintd tho causes which had led to^c^^g’ 

I the meeting-'Viz. , the.foncing-in of theyllS^er 
I Flat, and the consequent curtailment of the 
'aretf' available for commouago purposes. .‘ He 
trusted that, tho subject would receive the ear- 
nest consideratioii of the meeHng* /•• t.f 
Mr donK Makaijj propdsed the following reso» 
lut^n, which was seconded by Mr doHir Hayes j 
“T hat this meeting’ views with alarm- the 
gradual ourtailmenl^of what has hitherto been 
looked upon as the Cromwell Commonage, and 
that the time has now arrived when some de- 
cidedstep should be taken to secure to Crom- 
well the just privilege of a real commonage ; 
and that the Croin well Corporation be asked to' 
assist in'obtaining the same. ’ 

On being put to the meeting, the motion was 
unanimously carried.;., » v 
The next resolution, proposed by Mr Joh» 
BaRA and aecondfid by Mr Saixuei. Box, was as 
follows i— 

“That the attention of the Government shoold 
be cabod to the fact that the land hitherto used 
as a commanage by the inhabitants of Cromwell, 
and known as the Lower Flat,' is being fenced in,- 
thereby locking up the river frontage, prevent- 
ing persons from landmg timber if they wish 
access to the road, and also keeping from the 
flaid mbabitants the only tfaiaoWe piece of graz- 
ing land in the district," *}■ 

This wa? also ananlmously agreed to. 

Mr dMiTHAtf said the time had arrived when 
the people of this district must look- after their 
ewn interests bitter thau^^hey . had hitherto 
done. They had not had a single acre set aside 
for their use by thd Government. On two sepa- 
rate ocepsiona the Government had been memo- 
rialised, through the Progress Committee,, J» i 
throw epen a block of land for.coinmouage ; and : 
for years the Government had promised to. carry : 
out the wish of the ThhabitantB. But so far 
I from that promise being carried oofc, the people 
^were now worse off -than ever as regarded com* 

; The land. used for graziug purposes 
^^balon^Td to a squatter, 'who charged a-year 
for every beau of cai.tle depastured, Now, if 
$lie ruahoMer bad taken money-'—as he knew to 
be ths fact -for depasturing cattle, why did ho 
^rant to M r Goodger the right to feuce a portion 
of the grouud ? Mr Goodger had stated that he 
I obtained the penuission of the mnholder; but 
pwhafc right had Mr Loughuau to grant sucliR 
'privilege to any one! He (Mr Smitbani) re- j 
■gretted that Mr Goodger was not present to tell I 
the meeting why he had fenced in the flat, and | 
on whet grounds. This was an iuiporiant dis- j 
trict, hut it had been very badly treated by the 
Govenuaent, and it was high time the people ; 
took action to proLect their rights'. No other 
district in New Zealand was treated with so 
little consideration as the disurict of CromweB. 
We helped to enrich other disiirici^, -and- we 
were surely entitled to some conaideraaou in 
return. A pevition asking for 10,003 acres to be 
thrown open on the Hawea Flat had been sent 
down for presentation to the Provincial Council, 
and he had since learned that it was received by 
the Connell. Land for settlement was greatly 
Aseded, ftud ho sinc'irely hoped that the block 
asked for by the petitioners would speedily be 
made available for selection by intending set- 
tiers. He was strongly of opinion that the sys- 
tem of agricultural lenses and deferred payments 
was the beat adapted to the circumstances of the' 
Province. If land could be obtained on easy 
I terms, he thought there would be fewer men 
going about the country in search of work than 
was the case at present. Ho. begged to move— * 
“That the Government bo memorialised to 
the effect that a certain portion of country be 
declared a commonage for the use of the Crom- 
well District ; and that the boundaries of the 
area required should bo' from the hea<l of Five- 
mile Creek, CTntha River, to Scrubby Gully ou 
the Kawaraa River.” . , 

The roDtioa was seconded by Mr Wabtiba, 
and was adopted without a dissentient voice.- ^ - 
' A discQSiiontook place regarding the proposed 
bonndariea of the commonage^ - hut it appeared 
to be the general opinion that the limits stated 
La the third resolution wore Rufficiently deflned 
to be^mderatood by the members of the Muni- 
oipaV-uianctl,. to whom the further carrying out 
of the t^hes of the moating would be entrusted. 

Mr\MAlUR said he would prefer to mako the 
Glntha River the boundary on one side, and the 
Eawaraa on the other.., Now was tho time to 
-ftrike a bloij^ for making the whole district a 
'1^ oommonage. Wakatlp and TaapeUa had exton- 
sive areas set apart as , commonages : why should 
not the people of Cromwell possess the same 
privilege ?— Ho wonld eonclude by moviag — 
"That the roaolutions passed by this meeting 
be left in the bands of the Ohainnan, with the 
roqueat that he will bring the same before the 
Xowo Council at its next jneoting, " 

Soomded by Mr John Havi», and agreed to. • 
■ ' The ChAJHITAn said that the matter ^had been 
at the'Uat meeting of the Connei!,' 
and Mr Loogbuan Lad been Writton to on the 
robjeoh The Council was, in. fact, waiting for 
furtber information. Ho (the -Chairaian) did 
net know wbebher a runhoHer' had the right to

. However, ^9 best plan tp^.topt.hi the present 



instance would be to memorialise the Govern* 
meut for a uommoasge, and thus, avoid inter* 
foring with the runholder,:. 'When A^riGiUies 
,waa in the ^latrijjt, ho epoka te ,Mr Loughnau 
about cbmmonage, and that gentleman expressed 
.'wiljlngnesi to set apart fi00() acreg of .his run 
foriho puqHjse ; but his stipulation was that 
the Gcrernmeitt ^huuld erect a dividing fepce 
between the nih' and the proposed conunonago, 
the fence' afterwards to become his property.

for Mr Gillies bad distinctly stated his desire to

With regard .to the commonage which had been 
asked ,fpc, the stipulation required by the run- 
holder was that the Government should put up 
a fiuhitautial fence between the comtnon<age and 
the other poiblon of the run.

dition would Mr Loughnan consent to a com- 
monage being taken from the run.,: MrGilUes 
hod said that the laud in the ‘neiglk^urhood of 
Cromwell was neither fft for agricalture nor for 
grazing purposes, and bail proposed to recom- 
mend a block higher up the river. As to the 
right of persons to take up land within the 
boundaries of a run, he (Mr Badger) was strongly 
of opiuiou that those who did so only held the 
land on sufferauce— they^ had no ..legal right to 
occupy it. The fault lay, not with the iudivl- 
dcals; but with tho framers of the land laws. 
We wanted men who would represent our in* 
terosts in ths Provincial Council ; for until the 
land laws were amended so as to suit our wants| 
we should always remain in oar present positioni 
He hoped, in conctoiion, that a united effort 
would be mode to gat » commonage for the dis-

That a letter bo writton to his Honor the 
Superiatendent, requesting him to take steps to 
prevent any further fencing operations on the 
Lower Flat, and to allow no more land to be 
taken up dn the ran. uutU a public commonage 
isohUined.” 

Cr. BtTRRES, in seconding tho motion, observed 
that if ' some effort were not made to put a stop 
to the present system of sub-leasing portions of 
the run, Mr Loughnan might let the whole of 
the laud in one block, and so prevent cattle from 
depasturing on any part of it. He would there- 
fore support the motion, and would go in for a 
conimoDage besides. 

Cr. Kelly said that for the last two years the 
coramoQtge question bad been a bone of conten- 
tion in this district. The simple facto the 
case were that Mr Loughnan had made an offer

JOTTINGS PROM ALEXANDRA, 

( From our oiiu Otiretpomleol. ) 
Litigation hai been running rampant 
here for some time past. However, there 
was a slight change for tho better on Mon- 
day last, there being almost a clean nlieet, 
Monday with us, usually, has tho appear- 
ance of a gala day, compared with the 
quiet and half-deserted look of our streets 
on otlier week days, Saturday included, for 
wa have no Celostials — more's the pity. 
Threo-fourtlis of- the workmen in the dis- 
ti'ict are apparently in on Court-day. 
Those who have cases are bound to come 
in, and those who have none knock off and 
come in to see the fun ; and the conse- 
quence is that the wretched and dilapidated 
shed called a Court House (!) is generally 
crowded to suffocation. Some cases seem 
to have become chronic here ; for go to the 
Court when you will, your ears are saluted 
with the cry of So-and-so verms So-and-so, 
week after week. The more I see of 
weekly courts, the less 1 like them. I 
was once a staunch stickler for the regular 
weekly attendance of the Warden ; but 
my ideas ou that subject gradually ehangeil, 
and I have come to the conclusion that, if 
we had a monthly Warden’s court, and a 
fortnightly one for the hearing of applica- 
tions by the Gold Receiver, a vast deal of 
litigation would be done away with, and a 
great saving of time be gained by the 
miners, with a consequent increase of the 
escort returns Were a little additional 
power granted to tha Clerk of the Court, 
what would hinder him from hearing and I 
Seeiding applications, making transfers, 
and performing other business of a like na- 
ture 1 Wo have, at jrresent, a highly- 
paid official, without a particle of responsi- 
bility — a mere machine, in fact. 

I notice that tha Town Council- are do- 
ing something towards providing a supply 
of water, to bo used in case of fire. Seve- 
ral 400-gallon tanks have been placad in 
convenient parts of the township. The 
tanks are provided with large brass taps, 
2in. bore, by whioh It is expected a bucket 
will be filled almost as quickly as it would 
be by dipping. I have no doubt tbat if a 
fire were to occur, the supply would be 
touni of much nae in quelling it, although 
not equal to the Tan Yean ; but a bucket 
of water in time has more than once in 
thia township been the means of putting 
out what might have become a raging fire. 
It wonld have been more acceptable if a 
supply for all purposes had been obtained, 
but the Oouncil found that to bring water 
in in pipes was beyond their present 
meana \ — 

I said in my last that I had hopes that 
fair weather had set in, and tliat the river 
was going down, though slowly. How- 
ever, a couple of days of it was all we wore 
allowed,' and it has come down from all 
quarters since, in consequence of which the 
river has again risen. D uring the last day 
or two frost has set in, and everyone is now 
in hopes that this is the turn for the better 
aS last. We miss the Chinese amongst us 
this winter. People may say what they 
please, but this I know : it gladdens the 
hearts of business people to see them 
stringing in with their bamboos and empty 
sacks, to return with them full of the best 
the stores can supply ; for when John is 
ou gold he likes good living as well as any 
other man. I was speaking to a Chinaman 
tha other day, and he tells me that as soon 
as tho river attains a lower level, a good 
many of his countrymen may pay us a 
visit. 

Cheap meat is tho cry at last, I am 
told that one of our butchers has been 
pushing the best mutton off at a shilling a 
side. 'This beats tha shiliiiSg a leg at tha 
boiling-down establishments. The opposi- 
tion shop which started here a month i^o 
has been tlio cause of the reductions.

OUR DUNEDIN LETTER.

( Frim our tnon Correepaiufent , } 

June 10, 1870. 

For some time past ihn cry iiv every bedy's 
mouth hns been," Wliat wretched weather I" 
With tho occasinmil intermission of n fine 
day or 80 , w« may he ssid to have had con- 
tinuaL-rain for the last six weeks. For 
my own part, I ultogethor despair of any 
permanent improvomeiit. Tho henvcus 
have taken to weeping over the prcsuiit 
deprossed state of affaira in tho province ; 
and BO long as they continue to evince 
their grief in' this manner, and refuse to 
steel their auseaptible hciirta to the grlcvoua 
spectaole, I fear tliere will not be much 
ctmao for them to recover their good apiriUs, 
Tho ro-uds in all districta aro in a frightful 
state, and for the last two or three weeks 
we have ceased to expect tho arvivul of 
Cobb’s couches until wa actually buw them. 

Who is to bo Mayor 1 is the great topic 
of conversation and discussion in the city 
; at present. Mr Reynolds is very anxious 
to oblige the townspeople by holding Lbo. 
office of chief magistrate; but unfortunately 
his fellow-citizons cannot, and will not, see 
the niatter in the same light as ha docs. 
The worthy Sjieaker addressed the Dunedin 
ratepayers in the Theatre the other even- 
ing, but notwithstanding tlie tremandona 
eloquence that he brought to bear on the 
occasion, the feelings of tlie meeting on 
the point were so unmistakeable that I 
have little hesitation in Raying- that his 
chances of the Mayoralty are extremely 
small. Other candidates may, and most 
probably will, appear on the stage in the 
coui'so of the next few days, but for tbe 
time being, 1 tbink Mr Griffen stands tlio 
first show. Mr Griffen iiaa fi t many years 
past been a hard working, energetic memv 
her of the Town Council, and is much 
more popular amongst the tradespeople 
of tho town than the office seeking Mr 
Reynolds is. 

The Provincial Coimoil is prorogued, 
and the several members, liaviiig received 
their honoraria, are rapidly disappearing 
from Dunedin — some to take their seats in 
the House of Represen tatives, and others 
to attend to their stock and crops. The 
Superintendent, in do.sing the session, 
enunciated a few very important truths 
with regard to tho manner in which the 
General and Provincial Governments now 
clash, and expressed a hope that ere long 
some more advantageous method of con- 
ducting the affairs of the province might 
be brought into operation. During Mr 
Macandrow’s absence at Wellington, Mr 
W. A. Tolmie is to act as Deputy-Superia- 
tendent. 

The Provincial Engineers have been put 
in a sad fluriy by having their professional 
skill attacked from many quarters at one. 
and the same time. Statements having 
been made in the Daily Times, extolling 
the cheapness and strcngtli of certain 
bridges on the Mataura which were not 
constructed under Government mauaga- 
mont, the Engineer of Roads and Works 
snbmitted a report on the subject to tbe 
Council. In this he makes a most ridicu- 
lous comparison of the expense of various 
bridges in the province — reducing fe 
figures to the “ rate per foot.” Taking this 
tabular statement for what it is worth, I 
observe that the Shotover bridge was tho 
most expensive, the average rate per foot- 
being; jElO 2a lid, and- the bridge over- 
the Manuka Creek was the cheapest, being 
at the rate of £5 3s 4d per foot. It must, 
however, be palpable to all that such a 
comparison is most unfiir and absurd. 
The natural features and beds of etreams 
to be bridged vary in almost every casej 
necessarily rendering the cost of construe- 
t-iou equally variable. 

Between spirituali.sm and mesmerism, 
the people of Dimrdin have during tho 
past few weeks been nearly bereft of their 
wits Dr Carr has left us on a country 
tour, in the course of which I believe hn 
intends to visit your neighboi-hboa. ^ 

We have had two spiritualist lectures in 
i Dunedin during the last fortnight— ouo iu 
support, the other in opposition. The 
very largo audience that assembled in tit. 
George’s Hall to hear tho oration of the 
“man of spirits” bora testimony to the 
gre-at amount of interest, and tendency to 
believe, that people uow-a-days evince ns 
regards tho new faith. I am thankful to 
say that the speaker was a man of such 
poor powers of speech, and obviously of .so 
superstitious and ignorant a nature, that 
his arguments (if he adiluced any, which I 
must doubt) did not carry much weight 
with .thenu Wliat he said was Bubae- 
quently a'oly refuted in Mr Christie’s lec- 
ture. Before closing, I cannot help enter- 
ing a protest against Yonng Men’s Mutual 
Improvement Societies lending their ccuu- 
tenance and their names to lectures of 
such a tiMshy description. It i-s a questioa, 
for grave ooasldcratiou whether a belief ia 
spiritualism would be proiluotiva of im- 
provement in young men, old men, or old 
women ; though its theories would, I have 
no doubt, bo more easily gni.spoJ by tim 
intellects of the latter class than by those 
of ony reasoning or remtoiuble iiidividuiils.

Commander Palmer's conduct in connec- 
tion with the recent kidnapping in the 
South Seas has been rewarded by pramo- 
tioa. 

Emigration is increasing. Excellent 
buildings at Plymouth have hecii ])repared 
for the reception of emigrants for V ictoila. 
Prevision has been made for one thousand 
people. 

The Admiralty have telegraphed to Com- 
modore I ambert to search the Auckland 
Islands for the supposed castaways from 
■the missing ship Matoaka. 

The Irish Peace Preservation Act has 
produced salutary effects, the “nationid" 
.journals being more cautious in their tone, 
and agrarian outrages diminished. 

The House of Commons is working hard 
in committee upon the Irish Land Bill 
Educational controversies are raging. 
Meetings and newspaper discussions are 
ripening public opinion, which is tending 
towards religious instruction imdor certain 
conditions. 

Mr Newdegate's motion for a Select Com- 
mittee of enquiry into the Conventual In- 
stitutions baa passed. The Catholics loudly 
protested against it. A second motion by 
Mr Newdegate for the international in- 
■spection of convents was negativerl. Mr 
Gladstone’s attitude towards the Roman 
Catholics is disapproved of.

Both the Prince of Wales and Prince

SZLLINQ SPURIOUS OOLD. 

A Chinaman named Muk Kuui, a miner 

was indicted for having sold, on the 11 th 

April last, a composition of lead and gold 
he having represented the same to be 
genuine gold. 

From the statement of the Crown Prose- 
cutor, it appeared that the prisoner wont 
to the shop of William Colclough, store- 
keeper and gold-buyer, Cardrona, and sold 
to him what was reiiresentcd as genuine 
gold, which weighed 4oz, 7dwt 12gi's, and 
for which tiie prisoner received £16 8s. 
When the composition was analyscfl, it 
was found that it consisted of 4ozs Ifidwts 
20gi-s of lead and Idwt 2grs of gold. The 
lead is valued at 4d and the gold at 4s; 
so tliat for property valiieel at 4s 4d the 
prisoner received £16 8s. 

The witnesses examined were WiUiam 
Colclough, Sergeant Fox. stationed at 
Queenstown,, qnd Edwin T.. Payne, who 
analysed the composition, and stated that 
out of 3dwts 8grs be I'ound.seai'cely one 
grain of gold, the rest being lead. 

Tho jury returned: a verdict of guilty, 
and the prisoner was sentenced to be im- 
prisoned for two years, with hard labo-.

In China, th# funeral rites are more 
varied in character perhaps than in any 
other part of the world, on account of the 
picturesque dresses and strange supersti- 
tious observances visible in the proces.sion 
to the grave. The firat herald of the fune- 
ral cortege of a tolerably wealthy celestial 
IS generally a dense cloud of dust (this, 
however, ia merely a peculiarity of the clil 
mate). From the midst of this a deafen- 
ing aud most discordant crash of musical 
instruments (if they can be so called) pro- 
ceeds. 'The performers, varying from 
eight to sixteen in mimber, are dressed in 
long figured-silk robes, with curious little 
hats something like the detached roof of a 
summer-house on a very small scale. All 
of them have either a straight wooden 
tnimpet or a pair of cymbals, with which 
they prod lice the iioise Jibove-mentioned. 
These musicians are immediately followed 
by a bevy of coolies, bearing mattocks and 
shovels, for the giave is not dug before- 
hand according to our usages. These fel- 
lows also cany packages of crackers, which 
they light with joss-sticks, -and scatter 
broadcast around. The object of this is to 
drive evil spirits away by the aoise ; and 
certainly if the spirits aforesaid have any 
sense of hearing, one would think it ought 
to have the desired effect. Immediately 
succeeding the coolies, in two, and some- 
times three, ranks, come the hired mourn- 
ers— always women dressed in veritable 
sad, -loth, -and wearing veils of white, the 
colour for Chinese mourning. These bii-ed 
moiii-ners all wring their hands, and give 
every external manifestation of extreme 
woo, uUeiing shrill cries from time to 
time. This howling, intermingled with 
the hanging oE crackers and the braying of 
ti'iimpets, produces a babel of sounds of 
which the description is more endurable 
than the reality. After the -mourners 
geoerally coma three Sr four priests, whose 
I'ohcs bear a striking I'esemblanee to those 
of the Roman Catholic priests, En routs 
to the grave their mission appears to be to 
ca.at down little slips of red paper inscribed 
with various sentences in Chinese ; these 
ai-e called “joss papers," and the idea of 
casting them about is. that should the 
devil, undeterred by the noise of the crack- 
era, attempt to approach the deceased, he 
will be Buro to be attracted by these papers, 
and will stop to make himself acquainted 
with their contents, thus giving the fune- 
ral party time to hurry on with the body, 
aud deposit it in the ground beyond the 
reach of SatAnib clntohes. It is difficult to 
imagine a more simple superstition than 
this; yet the faith of tbe Chinese in the 
belief that these joss papers will check at 
least the approach of evil spirits is rooted 
beyond sU shaking. Their whole idea ap- 
pears to be that the route to the grave is 
lined throughout with fiends— in fact, as 
the tale of the temptations of St. Antliouv 
tells us, •'

MELBOURNE. 

The English mail steamer was aigualled 
from Adelaide at 11 a.m. on the 4th inst,, 
and the mails arrived in Hobson’s Bay at 
9 a.m.
